The  Suppported  Employment  Resource  Manual 
is  a  comprehensive  well  documented  publica- 
tion produced  by  the  Office  of  Employment 
Services  of  the  Massachusetts  Rehabilita- 
tion Commission.    Composed  of  ten  chapters, 
it  covers  the  genesis  of  the  movement,  and 
expands  through  planning  and  implementation 
of  the  program  in  Massachusetts.    Step  by 
step  the  process  unfolds  detailing  job 
planning,  job  modification  or  restruc- 
turing, negotiation  with  employers,  work- 
site activity,  and  concomitant  support  from 
agency  case  managers.    Even  supported 
employment  staff  training  needs  are 
addressed  to  reflect  new  trends  and  job 
titles  for  career  development.    The  chap- 
ters on  Job  Placement  and  On  The  Job 
Training  could  well  serve  as  guidelines  to 
follow  in  any  start  up  supported  employment 
project.    There  is  a  significant  chapter  on 
Program  Evaluation  where  techniques  for 
monitoring  and  evaluating  service  delivery 
are  examined.    Each  chapter  has  bibliogra- 
phic reference,  and  the  Appendices  contain 
additional  resource  information. 

There  were  a  number  of  contributors  to  the 
production  of  this  manual.    All  seem  to  be 
aware  of  the  challenge  inculcate  in  a  new 
concept  of  rehabilitation  service  which 
profoundly  impacts  on  the  lives  of  persons 
with  severe  disabilities.    The  results  of 
the  collaboration  is  a  publication  which 
contains  an  insightful  examination  of  the 
workings  of  this  rehabilitation  program  to 
assist  severely  disabled  persons  to  func- 
tion successfully  in  an  unsheltered  work 
environment.

BOOK  REVIEW 

United  States  Pharmacopoeia.  The  Complete 
Drug  Reference  1992  Edition,  $39.95. 

This  book  contains  descriptive  information 
about  the  usefulness  of  more  than  5,500  pre 
scription  and  over  the  counter  drugs,  the 
best  way  to  take  them,  any  possible  side  ef 
fects,  precautions  to  observe  and  special 
considerations  regarding  dietary  restric- 
tions, possible  allergic  reactions,  preg- 
nancy and  breast  feeding  concerns,  sugges- 
tions for  athletes,  young  children  and 
elderly  people.    The  emphasis  seems  to  be 
on  drug  use  rather  than  simply  describing 
the  various  drugs  as  the  Physicians'  Desk 
Reference  (PDR)  does.     In  the  latter  book 
2,800  pharmaceutical  and  diagnostic  prod- 
ucts are  classified  in  different  ways  ac- 
cording to  information  supplied  by  the  manu 
facturer,  whereas  the  Complete  Drug  Refer- 
ence is  compiled  by  independent  experts  sup 
ported  by  33  advisory  panels  representing 
many  different  medical  specialties.  Both 
books  complement  each  other.     However,  the 
Drug  Reference  book  appears  to  be  for  consu 
mers  while  the  PDR  is  for  use  by  profession 
als.

If   someone  needed  hospitalization  for  a 
hip  replacement  or  gall  bladder  removal, 
you  just  have  to  find  the  hospital  on  the 
chart,   follow  that  row  across  for  the  per- 
centage  of   that  hospital's   Medicare  pa- 
tients with  that  problem  who  died  within 
30  days  of  admission.     If,   for  example,  a 
hospital   had    1,000    cases   within   the  3 
years  of  this  study,   FY  87  to  89,   and  if 
100  of  those  patients  died  within  30  day 
of   admission,    then   the   hospital's  death 
rate   would  be    10%.
